CHAPTER 488.

AN ACT to amend 26.11 (1) and (2) of the statutes, relating to forest fire jurisdiction.

The people of the state of Wisconsin. represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

26.11 (1) and (2) of the statutes are amended to read:
26.11 (1) The conservation commission of Wisconsin is vested with power, authority

and jurisdiction in all matters relating to the prevention, detection and suppression of
forest fires outside the limits of incorporated villages and cities in the state except as pro-
vided in section 26.11 (2), and to do all things necessary in the exercise of such power,
authority and jurisdiction.

(2) The term "forest fire" as used in this chapter means uncontrolled, wild, or run-
ning fires occurring on forest, marsh, field, cutover or other lands or involving farm, city
or village property and improvements incidental to the uncontrolled, wild or running
fires occurring on forest, marsh, field, enterer or other lands.
